“The MBTA, in my opin- 
ion, needs to work closer 
with the Quincy commuters 
to utilize the unique oppor- 
tunity we have at Squantum 
Point Park by giving them 
another option of water 
transportation to and from 
Boston,” Ayers said. 

“They just had a rate 
hike. The service is too un- 
reliable. The commuters de- 
serve to have an opportunity 
to have another means of 
transportation.” 

Ayers said. some com- 
muters. have been forced 
to drive into Boston with 
the construction ongoing at 
North Quincy, or they try to 
arrive at the station earlier 
than they normally would. 


The shuttle to and from 
Squantum Point Park would 
help alleviate the situation. 

“That would take an aw- 
ful lot of pressure off the 
people who are now forced 
to drive into: Boston or to 
leave earlier. We heard all 
the horror stories from com- 
muters. A single mom now 
has to get a babysitter to get 
the kids to school — that’s 
one of the type of things 
we’re hearing.

City offi- 
cials have said the partner- 
ship with Winthrop could 
be the first step in securing 
a permanent ferry service 
out of Squantum Point Park, 
which would be similar. to 
the service that formerly ran 
out of the Fore River Ship- 
yard. 

Ayers said the recent 
extension of Commander 
Shea. Boulevard to Squan- 
tum Point Park, which was 
financed by the state, is part

There will be a special 
display for visitors to view 
as part of the tours that day 
as the historic site acknowl- 
edges the wedding anniver- 
sary of Dorothy Quincy and 
John Hancock. 

Have you heard the story 
that led to the marriage of 
one -of Massachusetts’ first 
political celebrity couples? 
What was it about the lovely 
Dorothy Quincy that attract- 
ed the attention of Boston’s 
most eligible bachelor who 
had a heart full of patriotism 
in 1775? 

Dorothy was the young- 
est child of Edmund Quincy 
IV and Elizabeth (Wendell) 
Quincy. Born in Boston 
on May 10, 1747, Dorothy 
spent many childhood years 
at the Quincy Homestead. 
She was likely the darling 
of her large prominent fam- 
ily as her four sisters were 
considerably older.

sent before they married. 


that’s how she came by the 
affectionate nickname, Dol- 
ly. 

Raised under the watch- 
ful eye of her mother, who 
was also born into a socially 
prominent family, we can 
imagine that Dorothy was 
presented into then Bos- 
ton society at an appropri- 
ate age. When her mother 
passed in 1769, Dorothy 
was quickly noticed by Mrs. 
Lydia Hancock, the widow 
of Thomas Hancock and 
aunt to John, the wealthy 
merchant prince of the 
House of Hancock. Over 
time, Aunt Lydia became 
chaperon to Dorothy and 
matchmaker to the couple. 

Dorothy was considered 
to be beautiful, cultured and 
according to a mention in 
the memoirs of the artist, 
John Singleton Copley, who 
painted her portrait in 1772, 
“among the distinguished 
women of the time ...” 

So what first captivated 
the attention of Mr. John 
Hancock on that Sabbath 
morning as the soon to be 
love of his life stepped out 
of church? According to 


legend, it was Dorothy’s 
daintily slippered _ feet! 
They married on Aug. 28, 
1775 in Fairfield, CT. And 
the rest is history.

State Funding 
Federal Census 
Outreach Efforts 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

With the decennial fed- 
eral census set for next year, 
state lawmakers allocated 
more than $5 million to en- 
sure each and every resident 
is counted. 

The state budget, which 
Gov. Charlie Baker signed 
into law July 31, includes 
$2.75 million for Secretary 
of State William Galvin for 
technical assistance and 
$2.5 million for the Com- 
plete Count Grant Program. 
The latter program will sup- 
port efforts to count resi- 
dents throughout the state, 
in particular residents in 
communities most likely to 
be undercounted. 

Rep. Tackey Chan, in a 
recent interview, said it is 
important to count every 
resident during the census. 

“This is very. important. 
I have been preaching con- 
stantly wherever I go in 
a public setting about the 
importance of filling out 
the census. Obviously, we 
do this every ten years, but 
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people forget why we do it. 
Obviously, it affects all the 
political issues — how many 
congressmen we get...your 
precinct lines,” Chan said. 
“The City Council makes 
the precinct lines, but they 
are dependent on the census 
numbers. A good count may 
end up deciding what pre- 
cinct you live in.” 

“It affects education 
money,” Chan added. “It af- 
fects road money. It affects 
all the federal money. It af- 
fects how we do our projec- 
tions on healthcare, because 
this is an accurate count, so 
it gives us an idea over the 
last decade of the birth rate, 
the death rate, who is head- 
ing for Medicare or Medic- 
aid.” 

As part of the effort to 
count each and every resi- 
dent of the Bay State, Chan 
said the Legislature set aside 
funds for local census of- 
fices in the western part of 
Massachusetts.

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Ayers Calls New Long Island 
‘Fiscally Irresponsible’ 


| Bridge

Boston’s plan to rebuild 
the Long Island Bridge is 
fiscally irresponsible, said 
Rep. Bruce Ayers, who 
wants to ensure state tax- 
payers won’t be asked to 
pick up the tab. 

Boston Mayor Mar- 
ty Walsh unveiled plans 
to rebuild the bridge - a 
three-year project with an 
estimated cost of $92 mil- 
lion — in January 2018. The 
bridge would connect Moon 
Island to Long Island, al- 
lowing Boston to open a 
recovery campus on the lat- 
ter. Moon Island is within 
Quincy’s city limits, though 
it is fully owned by Boston, 
and accessible only through 
Squantum. 

Ayers and other Quincy 
officials — including Mayor 
Thomas Koch and Ward 6 
Councillor William Harris 
— were quick to oppose the 
plan, citing the impact the 
bridge would have on traf- 
fic in Squantum and North 
Quincy. 

“We have been working 
closely with the mayor’s 
office and City Councillor 
Harris to oppose this at ev- 
ery step,” Ayers said. “The 
mayor has obviously hired 
@ great environmental law 
firm and engineering law 
firm.” 

The Quincy City Coun- 
cif in October approved 
a $250,000 -appropriation 
Koch sought to fund bridge 
litigation and related legal 
and engineering work. The 
city has been working with 
the law firm Mackie Shea 
and the engineering firm 
Tighe & Bond to oppose the 
bridge. 

Ayers has filed several 


bills relative to the future 
of Long Island. One calls 
for a study to determine the 
feasibility of using ferries to 
access the island instead of 
rebuilding the bridge. 

“A ferry would be a more 


cost effective and environ-~ 


mentally friendly means of 
transportation to the island,” 
Ayers said. “Water transpor- 
tation now is the way we 
have been focusing a lot of 
our transportation needs in 
the commonwealth. If we 
have waterfront, we nged 
now to take advantage of 
that access.” 

Boston officials have 
said the city would pay for 
the cost of the project in its 
entirety. Ayers, however, 
said the true cost of the proj- 
ect could top $125 million 
and wants to make sure state 
funds do not go towards the 
work. 

“There are estimates now 
where it would be close to 
$125 million to rebuild the 
bridge. If the state were to 
pick up the tab — and here 
is where I’ve been fight- 


ing the fight so they can’t ~ 


dig into that pocket so to 
speak — we have 462 struc- 
turally deficient bridges 
in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts right now. A 
lot ‘of these bridges bring 


- commerce to their cities and 


towns,” Ayers said. 
“Peeling back the layers 
of the onion even further, 
when you look at the cars, 
average daily trips that use 
those bridges, they range 
anywhere from 20,000 to 
200,000 cars per day. To 
spend over $100 million on 
a bridge to an island, where 
it could be [accessed] by a 
ferry for a fraction of the 


cost, 
sible. 

“I’ve filed that legislation 
to force a feasibility study 
so that my: colleagues...see 
that it would be just fiscally 
irresponsible to even. enter- 
tain that idea. There are too 
many other bridges in the 
commonwealth that need 
that type of funding.” 

A separate bill introduced 
by Ayers would require Bos- 
ton to allow public access to 
Long Island if state money 
is used to build the bridge or 
fund other work there. 

“If public monies were 
to be spent on the bridge or 


is fiscally irrespon- 


on the island, then I feel itis - 


only fair that people should 
have public access,” he said. 

Ayers said he is not op- 
posed to opening the recov- 
ery campus but said using 
a ferry to access the island 
— or opening such a facility 
on the mainland — would be 
more cost effective. 

“I’m all for social servic- 
es and helping out what they 
are trying to do out there, 
but there is a cheaper way 
to do it,” he stated. “There 
are even locations closer to 
Boston that could be almost 
turnkey ready — some of the 
former hospitals that shut 
down. They are all designed 
for something like that for 
less money and A suis 
turn-around time.” 

Another bill Ayers in- 


troduced would establish | 
a-commission to study the © 


long-term - management, 
maintenance and future use 
of both Long Island and 
Moon Island. 

“Basically, it would set 
up a commission made up of 
residents from Quincy and 
Boston appointed by may- 


ors — environmental people 
— to basically come up with 
some short- and long-range 
goals we can agree upon,” 
he said. 

Ayers also filed a bill 
asking the state Department 
of Fish and Game to study 
the feasibility of converting 
the former sewage treatment 
tanks on Moon Island to fish 
and shellfish farms. That bill 
was reportedly favorably 
out of the Joint Committee 
on Environment, Natural 
Resources and Agricul- 
ture in July and referred to 
House Committee on Ways 
and Means. 

Ayers said the four stor- 
age tanks, which can each 
hold up to 50 million gal- 
lons of water, present the 
state with a unique oppor- 
tunity. 

“My intent was to find a 
positive use for the former 
sewage vats out there. What 
makes this unique is it is 
in the middle of an island, 
it has water on both sides 
and, believe it or not, there 
are four granite-cut storage 
tanks that have 50 million 
gallon capacity. They are 
huge,” Ayers said. 

“This would be some- 
thing that would be a posi- 
tive use for that piece of land 
out there. It is something we 
have talked to the schools 
about that are interested in 


pursuing this — educational 


grants and things like that 
down the road. 

“It’s good for the water 
quality. It could be an oys- 
ter farm — oysters basically 
clean up the water — a fish" 
farm, eel grass. Different 
kinds of environmentally 
positive things could be 
used out there.”

nent ferry service at Squan- 
tum Point Park,” Ayers said. 
“We knew from working 
with some of the public, 
particularly the Marina Bay 
residents, that we needed to 
come up with another means 
of access. That is a direct 
shot to right to it.” 

The recently approved 
state budget included 
$100,000 for the Squantum 
Point Park ferry. Ayers said 
that appropriation would be 
used for infrastructure work 
and future work to prepare 
the site for permanent ferry 
service. 

“That is to be used for in- 
frastructure repairs and fu- 
ture build out for the ferry,” 
he said. “We have tradition- 
ally been able to successful- 
ly secure’ funding over the 
last five to ten years to keep 
our eye on the prize, which 
is to establish a long-term 
ferry service there.” 

The site, Ayers added, is 


largely ready for permanent 
ferry service. 

“There is general mainte- 
nance that we work on de- 
pending on what the winter 
holds, there may be some 
additional dredging, but 
we’ve got a unique foot- 
print,” he said. “I think a 
lot of cities and towns with 
waterfront property would 
love to have that footprint — 
of course it is from the old 
Deer Island days when they 
built the parking lot — the 
pier, the dock, everything is 
right there.” 

Ayers, who is the vice 
chairman of the Joint Com- 
mittee on Tourism, Arts and 
Cultural Development, said 
he has spoken, to officials 


from other communities, 


like Plymouth, about patt- 
nering with Quincy to pro- 
vide tourists with transpor- 
tation to and from the ferry. 

“I’ve talked to people 
down in Plymouth and up 


on the North Shore — tour- 
ism folks — they would be 
more than happy to partner 
with Quincy to be able to 
take transportation to and 
from,” Ayers said. “When 
you think about, it’s really.a 
natural.” 

The ferry, he said, would 
be beneficial for tourism. 

“As vice chairman of 
the Joint Committee on 
Tourism, I realize how im- 
portant those dollars are,” 
Ayers said. “Tourism is the 
number three industry in the 
commonwealth outside of 
education and health care, 
We obviously want to en- 
courage more dollars com- 
ing into the commonwealth, 
coming into my district.

the state level is we put cen- 
sus offices west of Worces- 
ter. The U.S. government — I 
don’t know why — has only 
provided census offices east 
of Worcester, so the Legisla- 
ture has put up money spe- 
cifically to include Western 
Mass. with census offices,” 
Chan explained. 

Earlier this year, Quincy 
officials - including Mayor 
Thomas Koch, City Clerk 
Nicole: Crispo and former 
city clerk Joséph Shea, a 
census liaison — said they 
would be making an all-out 
push to put Quincy’s of- 
ficial population above the 
100,000 mark. The city had 
a census count of 92,721 in 
2010 and an estimated pop- 
ulation of 96,000 in 2016. 

Chan said surpassing the 
100,000-resident —_thresh- 
old would be important for 
Quincy, because it would 
make the city eligible for 
additional funding from the 
U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. 

“Getting the count is 
also important for Quincy. 
I think Joe Shea, Nicky 
and the mayor said this al- 
ready,” he said.

The Board of Managers of Quincy City Hospital planned 
to meet to appoint a new hospital director succeeding Har- 
lan Paine who still held the position.

He went 
on to work as an engineer 
after college. 

More than 500 people at- 
tended a candlelight vigil in 
McCallum’s memory Feb. 
15 outside the Squantum El- 
ementary School. 

“Chris was _ assaulted 
Jan. 27 at the Nickerson 
Post here in Squantum as he 
tried to break up a fight and 
he suffered a fatal head in- 
jury,” Kathy McCallum told 
the crowd that evening. “We 
are extremely appreciative 
to the Massachusetts State 
Police for their unending 
efforts to seek justice for 
Chris and our family.”

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What Is Cellulite And Effective Remedies 


A Message From Ruth Jones, C ity Of Quincy Health Commissioner

Cellulite is the dimpled 
appearance of the skin that 
some people possess on 
their hips, thighs, and but- 
tocks. Cellulite is much 
more common in women 
than in men due to differ- 
ences in the mechanism that 
fat cells, muscle, and con- 
nective tissue are distrib- 
uted in men’s and women’s 
skin. Fat deposits that push 
and distort the connective 
tissues beneath skin in- 
Stigate the appearance of 
lumpiness, leading to the 
characteristic changes in 
the appearance of the skin. 
Physicians refer to cellulite 
as edematous fibrosclerotic 
panniculopathy (EFP). 

The indented appearance 
of cellulite is a normal vari- 
ant, and often is perfectly 
typical in many human be- 
ings. Heredity, skin thick- 


ness, gender, the quantity 
and distribution of body fat, 
and age can all influence the 
extent to which cellulite is 
present or noticeable. Cel- 
lulite arises due to shrinkage 
or shortening of the fibrous 
tissue cords that anchor the 
skin. Although cellulite is 
more frequently seen in 
women than men, men also 
can develop this issue. Cel- 
lulite appears in people of 
all races living all world- 
wide. Even though female 
hormones may be a factor in 
contributing to this pattern 
of fat distribution, cellulite 
is not treatable by hormone 
therapy. Having a family 
history of cellulite is an ad- 
ditional risk factor, while 
pregnancy and a sedentary 
lifestyle may increase the 
risk of developing this con- 
dition. 

Cellulite is not directly a 
function of excess weight, 
but a genetic variance in 


the way adipose tissue and 
connective tissue form. As 
a matter of fact, cellulite af- 
fects people whether they 
are overweight or not. Bio- 
chemically, cellulite does 
not behave in a different 
way than other fat, and has 
no detrimental health risk. 
In contrast, some evidence 
even suggests that lower 
extremity fat may have a 
protective benefit against 
chronic diseases like diabe- 
tes and heart disease. 

Because cellulite is a 
cosmetic matter, aesthetic 
physicians, including plas- 
tic surgeons and some der- 
matologists, may propose 
various treatments for this 
condition. Medical studies 
have shown some of these 
remedies to be effective in- 
cluding the following: 

¢ Acoustic wave thera- 
py (AWT): This technique 
applies acoustic waves, also 
referred to as sound, pres-

sure or shockwaves, to. the 
affected areas. Normally, 
multiple treatments © and 
maintenance treatments are 
required. Lipotripsy is an- 
other term for AWT. 

¢ Laser, light, or radio- 
frequency therapy: The 
U.S. FDA has approved 
certain light-therapy devic- 
es that combine suction or 
massage with light therapy 
for the temporary reduction 
of the appearance of cellu- 
lite. TriActive is a treatment 
that combines a low-level 
laser treatment with suc- 
tion and. manipulation of the 
skin. Velasmooth/Velashape 
is a treatment combining 
laser and massage therapy. 
These treatments usually 
require numerous treatment 
sessions and maintenance 
treatments to sustain the en- 
hanced appearance. Other 
systems use radiofrequency 
therapy in combination with 
massage and infrared light 
or radiofrequency at mul- 
tiple levels simultaneously. 
One minimally invasive 
laser treatment, called Cel- 
lulaze, involves insertion of 
a tiny laser fiber beneath the 
skin. 

¢ Subcision: This is a 
procedure that involves in- 
sertion of a needle under- 
neath the skin to break up 


bands of fibrous connective 
tissue that separate the clus- 
ters of fat cells. Results of 
this technique can last up to 
two years Or more. 

* Vacuum-assisted pre- 
cise tissue release: This 
newer procedure can help 
break up the tough bands of 
fibrous tissue that contribute 
to the appearance of cellu- 
lite. The physician utilizes 
a device containing small 
blades to cut the tough tis- 
sue bands. Consequently, 
the fat tissue moves upward 
to fill out and diminish the 
look of dimpled skin. 

Physicians caution 
against utilizing the follow- 
ing treatments due to lack of 
sufficient medical evidence 
for their effectiveness: 

* Mesotherapy: A con- 
troversial treatment for cel- 
lulite that involves injecting 
drugs or other substances 
directly into affected tissue. 

¢ Dietary supplements: 
A number of these prod- 
ucts have been marketed 
and contain a variety of in- 
gredients such as ginkgo 
biloba, sweet clover, grape- 
seed bioflavinoids, bladder 
wrack extract, oil of evening 
primrose, fish oil and soy 
lecithin. There is no sub- 
stantial evidence that these 
items are effective and some 
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dietary supplements for cel- 
lulite treatment may also 
pose health risks or may in- 
teract with certain préscrip- 
tion drugs. 

¢ Cryolipolysis: is a pro- 
cedure that freezes small ar- 
eas of -unwanted fat. While 
it may reduce fat deposits, it 
does not lessen the appear- 
ance of cellulite. 

* Cellulite diets: Special 
cellulite diets claim to be ef- 
fective in treating cellulite. 
Nonetheless, no _ research 
or studies published in the 
medical literature have sup- 
ported these claims. 

¢ Wraps: Many salons 
offer herbal or other types of 
body wraps as therapies for 
cellulite. As is the case with 
cellulite diets, controlled 
studies in the medical litera- 
ture have not substantiated 
the effects of wraps.

Neighbors said a pro- 
posed five-story, 45-unit 
condominium building 
on Myrtle Street in North 
Quincy would overshadow 
their homes and contribute 
to traffic in the area. 


Charles McCarthy has 
proposed constructing the- 


new building at - 85-105 
Myrtle St., a 30,400-square- 
foot parcel of land in a Resi- 
dential B zoning district. 
The proposal went before 
the Planning Board on Aug. 
7; the board did not vote on 
the plan that night and the 
item was continued until 
Oct. 9. 

Edward Fleming, Mc- 
Carthy’s attorney, said the 
section of Myrtle Street 
where the proposed build- 
ing would be located is an 
eyesore. 

“The site over the years 
since the Newport Avenue 
extension came into play 
was...utilized by commer-. 
cial vehicles and. littered 
with commercial debris. 
The character of the neigh- 
borhood changed dramati- 
cally,” Fleming said. 

“Tt really became an eye- 
sore for the folks who live 
on Walnut Street...Walnut 
Street, unlike Myrtle Street, 
remained a_ residential 
neighborhood.” 

Each of the 45 condos 


rooms and ‘ would range 
in size from 900 to 1,200 
square feet, according to 
architect Shane Losi. The 
building would also house 
a fitness center and an ad- 
ditional communal room for 
its residents. 

_ The end of the proposed 
building nearest Sagamore 
Creek would stand five sto- 
ries tall while the remainder 
of the building would be 
three stories. A total of 90 
parking spaces would be 
provided on site in a two- 
level garage located on the 
lower levels of the build- 
ing. Each level of the garage. 
would have its own entrance 
on Myrtle Street. 

Gregory Galvin, a mem- 
ber of the Planning Board, 
said he felt the five-story 
section of the building 
would be too tall. 

“The five-story sections 
of the building, it towers 
over 92 Walnut St.,” Galvin 
said. “I just can’t go with 
five stories at the end of 
the project. It looks so out 
of place there. I understand 
you're seeking to improve 
the area, but it is a give and 
take.” 

Mary Jones, who lives at 
92 Walnut St., said she was 
appalled by the proposed 
building. 

“This five-story end 
of the building would be 
15 feet from. my house... 


would you like to live like 
that?” Jones said. “I don’t 
know what else to add, but 
I am just appalled. Forty 
years in this house and I 
might as well throw it away 
if this goes through.” 

Jones was not alone in 
opposing the plan — five oth- 
ers spoke against it during 
the public hearing. 

Thomas Robinson, who 
also lives on Walnut Street, 
said the proposed build- 
ing would overshadow his 
home. 

“That house would be 
in complete shadow all 
day, never getting complete 
sunlight,” Robinson said of 
his home. “I believe that’s 
the reason for setbacks... 
so people don’t live in the 
shadow of a big building 
like this.” 

Edward Smith, who 
owns the property at 64-84 
Myrtle Street, said traffic is 
already problematic in the 
area and suggested the proj- 
ect be scaled down. The of- 
fice building at 108 Myrtle 
St., he said, has 300 em- 
ployees who all exit the site 
at the same time each day. 

“The end of Myrtle 
Street, building 108, has 
300 employees. They — all 
exit every night at 5 while 
I’m locking up — traffic jam 
galore trying to get out. 
The neighbors don’t stand 


a chance up. there if they 
are putting in 90 Venison 


bors: Myrtle Street Building Too Big 


Smith said. 

“I’m not against develop- 
ment — I think development 
is good for the city. I think 
it’s too big. Scale it down 
[and] maybe put townhous- 
es in instead.” ; 

Fleming, the applicant’s 
attorney, said residents liv- 
ing inside the proposed 
building would leave the 
site while nearby office 
workers were headed in 
the opposite direction, and 
those residents would come 
home while the office work- 
ers were leaving. 

“The traffic that will be 
leaving this complex will be 
leaving in the morning while 
all the traffic is coming. to 
the State- Street complex 
and it will be coming back 
at night when all the traf- 
fic is trying to leave [State 
Street],” Fleming said. 

The developer completed 
a traffic study as part of the 
application, Fleming added; 
the city’s traffic department 
and peer reviewer will re- 
view that as they review the 
application. 

The board did not take a 
vote on the matter while the 
project is being reviewed 
by city departments and 
the peer reviewer. Richard 
Meade, the chairman of 
the Planning Board, asked 
the applicant to complete a 
shadow study ahead of the 
October meeting, which 
Fleming agreed to.

(ENF) filing as part of the 
Massachusetts Environmen- 
tal Policy Act review and a 
Chapter 91 license from the 
state because of its proxim- 
ity to waterfront.

About Survivor Benefits

Dear Rusty: I am looking for information on my ben- 
efits. I am 60 years and 5 months old, and still employed. 
My spouse died in 2017 and would have been 61 years and 
9 months old on July 31, 2019. My husband was the more 
highly compensated employee and was employed longer 
than myself. Signed: A Survivor 

Dear Survivor: You are eligible for a survivor benefit 
from your deceased husband because you are now 60, but 
that survivor benefit will be considerably reduced (by about 
28.5%) if you take it now. The survivor benefit is reduced if 
taken before your widow’s full retirement age (which is 66 
4 for you). Taken at your widow’s full retirement age (FRA) 
you’d be entitled to 100% of the benefit your deceased hus- 


_band had earned at his passing. But if you take the survivor 


benefit now - before your normal full retirement age (66 
years and 10 months) - and you are working you'll be sub- 
ject to Social Security’s “earnings limit.” If you exceed the 
limit, it will cause Social Security to withhold some of your 
survivor benefits. The 2019 earnings limit is $17,640 and it 
will increase slightly each year until the year you reach your 
normal FRA, when it will increase by about 2 % times; then 
when you reach yoyr normal FRA there is no earnings limit. 
What all of that means is that if you take the survivor benefit 
now and continue to work and earn, your survivor benefit 
will be reduced from what it could be, and Social Security 
will take back some benefits if you exceed the earnings limit 
(they'll take back $1 for every $2 you are over the limit). 
Assuming you have earned the requisite 40 credits from 
your own career, you will be eligible for your own Social 
Security retirement benefit at age 62, though your own ben- 
efit would also be reduced if you take it early (the reduc- 
tion for your own benefit at age 62 will be about 29.2%). 
Since at 62 you will have a choice to take either the survivor 
benefit or your own benefit, you may want to set a goal of 
getting the highest possible benefit for the rest of your life. 
To do that I suggest you determine whether the maximum 
benefit you can get on your own work record (at age 70) is 
more than the maximum survivor benefit you can get at your 
whee s FRA, and then follow a strategy which yields the 
benefit. You,can get those numbers by, contacting 
gaat Security directly and asking for your own Statement 
of Estimated Benefits, and also asking for what your maxi- 
mum survivor benefit will be. You can get the statement for 
your own estimated benefits online by creating a “My Social 
Security” account, but you will need to contact Social Secu- 
rity directly to get your maximum survivor benefit amount, 
Once you are 62, you will have a choice of which benefit ” 
to choose and when to choose it. So, if your own SS benefit 
on your own work record will be more at age 70 than your 
survivor benefit will be at your widow’s FRA, you should 
consider taking the survivor benefit first and delaying your 
own benefit until it reaches maximum, at which point you 
would switch to your own benefit. However, If your own 
maximum benefit at age 70 will be less than the maximum 
survivor benefit you can get at your widow’s full retirement 
age, then you may wish to wait until you reach your wid- 
ow’s full retirement age (66 4) to claim the maximum survi- 
vor benefit. If you wait until your widow’s FRA to claim the 
maximum survivor benefit, and you need additional income 
while you’re waiting, you can claim only your own SS ben- 
efit at age 62 but remember that if you do so the earnings 
limit will still apply to your own SS retirement benefit until 
you reach your normal full retirement age. ©

One incumbent and one 
challenger drew the top 
spots Monday for ballot 
position in the preliminary 
election which will be held 
in less than four weeks next 
month.

Koch, who lives at 249 
Newbury Ave., is seeking 
his sixth term and second 
straight four-year term. He 
has served as the city’s may- 
or since 2008 and with a win 
in November would become 
the longest serving mayor 
in Quincy surpassing Ame- 
lio Della Chiesa and James 
Sheets who both served 12 
years. Della Chiesa served 
four years under Plan E and 
eight years under Plan A; 
Sheets served all 12 years 
under Plan A, the current 
form of city government. 

In the Ward 1 city coun- 
cil preliminary election, 
challenger Danielle Kempe 
_ of 1 Adams St. drew the 

top spot. Challenger Joseph 
Murphy of 18 Macy St. will 
be listed second and incum- 
bent David McCarthy of 48 
Whitney Rd. who is seeking 
his second two-year term 
will be third on the ballot. 
Both Kempe and McCarthy 
attended the ballot drawing 
Monday; Murphy was not 
present. 

The drawing for ballot 
position was conducted by 
City Clerk Nicole Crispo 
and Assistant City Clerk Jo- 
seph Newton Monday morn- 
ing at 10 a.m. in the hall- 
way of City Hall between 
the Election Office and 
City “Clerk’s Office.

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_ Neighbors Oppose Newcomb St. Bui 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

More than a dozen resi- 
dents voiced their opposi- 
tion to a proposed 39-unit 
building on Newcomb Street 
in Quincy Center, objecting 
to the project because of its 
size and because of the im- 
pact it could have on traffic. 

The Planning Board did 
not vote on the proposal 
during its meeting on Aug. 
7. Board member John Ryan 
asked for a continuance to 
Sept. 11 to give the appli- 
cant and neighbors time to 
come to a compromise: 

Developer Stephen Niosi 
has proposed constructing 
the new building at 29-31 
and 35-39 Newcomb St. 
The site contains 26,135 
square feet of land in a 
Business C zoning district. 
The .building would stand 
five stories tall. The bottom 
two levels would include 64 
parking spaces, while the 39 
residential units would be 
divided between the three 
upper floors. 

Rob Fleming, Niosi’s at- 
torney, said the developer 
scaled down the project 
from a six-story, 52-unit 
building with 77 parking 
spaces following a previous 
meeting on the matter based 
on feedback from residents. 

“My client, over the next

Due to the lack of natural 
competitors and predators, 
non-native species often 
increase in numbers ‘and 


few months, made substan- 
tial revisions to respond to 
those concerns,” Fleming 
said. 

Residents who _ spoke 
during the Aug. 7 meeting 
said Niosi’s proposal was 
still too large. 

“The building is just too 
big for the lot,” said Ste- 
phen Holochuck of Francis 
Avenue. “It’s just a huge, 
massive building that basi- 
cally spreads out in every 
direction and is really very 
snug and very tall where it 
sits. It just overshadows ev- 
erything.” 

Thomas Stansbury of 
Newcomb Street said resi- 
dents wanted something that 
would better fit in with the 
surrounding neighborhood. 

“That’s all we’re asking 
for — something that would 
just fit in the neighborhood, 
not something that is over- 
shadowing everything,” he 
said. “We’re not an exten- 
sion of Quincy Square.” 

Louise O’Brien, who 
also lives on Newcomb 
Street, said the road would 
not be able to accommodate 
traffic from the proposed 
building. 

“There is absolutely 
no room for this building 
and more traffic,” she said. 
“They want to build some-

thing, that’s fine, but it is 
just way too big for our 
neighborhood. All those 
extra cars and all that extra 
traffic just is not going to 
work on Newcomb Street.” 

Ward 1 Councillor David 
McCarthy said he was op- 
posed to proposal and. com- 
mended the area residents 
for their comments. McCar- 
thy said traffic on Newcomb 
Street is already difficult, 
given the proximity of the 
YMCA and Quincy High 
School, and the proposed 
building would add to those 
woes. 

“Newcomb Street — and 
I’ve said this before to this 
board — is very narrow. It is 
flood prone. The Y is there. 
The high school is there,” 
McCarthy said. “The size of 
this structure, in my opin- 
ion, is only going to add to 
the chaos that is on New- 
comb Street right now.” 

Leo Martin, the owner 
of 66 Spear St., said he sup- 
ported the project in a letter 
to the board. 

“I am writing today to 
voice my support for the 
above development,” he 
said. “The architectural de- 
sign is appealing and the 
residual increase in property 
values should benefit all.”

EQUIFAX SETTLEMENT SCAM: The Equifax data 
breach is real and a settlement has been offered to those di- 
rectly involved. Those affected have been offered a choice 
between free credit monitoring or a $125 payment. There 
are many articles about the difficulty of actually getting the 
money settlement — namely that there are so many steps to 
fulfill to get the money. According to the Federal Trade 
Commission, the credit monitoring is actually worth much 
more than the $125 payment! 

The scam is that criminals are now targeting potential 
Equifax victims with phishing attacks and are spoofing the 
Equifax settlement page. The scammer is attempting to 
gather your personal information such as date of birth, so- 
cial security number, mother’s maiden name etc. for identi- 
ty fraud purposes. This may lead to a wide range of issues 
for you, such as credit issues and criminal charges. (Some- 
one posing as you committing crimes). 

The safest way to file a.claim is to go to the FTC web- . 
site (https://www.ftc.gov/enforcement/cases-proceedings/ 
refunds/equifax-data-breach-settlement and click on the 
blue, “File a Claim” button. The website will check your 
eligibility for that claim since not everyone’s information 
was compromised.

CRIME WATCH BULLETIN! Recently, there has 
been an uptick in complaints of questionable businesses 
roaming about Quincy, offering services such as paving, 
masonry and landscaping. These companies may or may 
not have logos on their vehicles but this does not make 
them legitimate. 

Concerns have been made by family members of se- 
niors who have been approached by these companies, who 
come to their door with offers to fix up their properties. 
There have been isolated complaints of high pressure tac- 
tics as well as intimidation. The representative has the res- 
ident sign an often lengthy and confusing contract with an 
elevated price estimate. 


The key word is “estimate” since once the work is done, 
the representative can pressure the homeowner to pay ad- 
ditional costs. One of the problems that arises is when one 
neighbor hires.a company to do some work (without know- 
ing anything about them) and then other neighbors believe 
that the company must be credible so they too hire the 
company. Until someone questions the company’s work 
reliability and pricing, many people can become victims of 
scams. These companies are hard to track down (done in- 
tentionally) which makes it difficult to recover any losses. 

"These unethical and often shady “fly by night” com- 
panies exist because there are plenty of potential victims 
out there. They tend to prey on senior citizens. As family 
members, neighbors and concerned citizens, it is import- 
ant to remind anyone vulnerable to these scams that they 
should contact a trusted person before signing any contract.

Ask John Paul: AAA New England’s Car Doctor 


I’m looking for a dependable used car for a reason- 
able price. The car I’m looking at is the Pontiac Vibe. I 
like the idea of this little wagon and since it is powered 
by a Toyota engine it should last a long time. Do you 
have any advice of particular years I should look at? 

Here in the Northeast it always makes some sense to look 
at the latest model year you can find to avoid rust. Some 
people consider the 2010/2011 Vibe a possible collector’s 
car because it may have been the last Pontiac manufactured 
(some say the Pontiac G6). I don’t think the Vibe will ever 
be a collector car, at least in my lifetime. The Vibe offers 
a comfortable ride, nice use of interior space and decent 
handling. Unless you need all-wheel-drive, I would look for 
a second-generation Vibe, the 2009-2010 model with the 
larger 2.4-liter engine. The 1.8-liter engine is fine but the 
added 26 additional horsepower just makes the Vibe more 
enjoyable to drive. 

I need some advice regarding my granddaughter’s 
2005 Saab 92x with the 2.5L (Subaru) engine. It all of a 
sudden started running very rough, kind of sputtering. 
I’ve replaced the spark plugs and checked for spark by 
unplugging the spark plugs and it appeared that cylin- 
der number three wasn’t working as much. I then did a 
compression test and cylinder number three had about 
50 PSI compression less than the other three cylinders. I 
then ran the car and used a code reader which displayed 
a misfire on cylinder number three. I’m wondering what 
besides the plug not firing might cause the code reader to 
indicate a misfire on cylinder number three. 

A misfire code can be caused by fuel, electrical or me- 
chanical problems. In this case it seems as if the code reader 
confirmed the results of the compression test. At this point 
you could perform a wet/dry compression test or a cylinder 
leak-down test to determine if this is a valve or piston ring 
issue. It is certainly possible that there is a worn intake or 


exhaust valve cause the misfire code and poor engine per- 
formance. 

I hope you can shed some light on an issue I am hav- 
ing with my 2010 Ford Escape (120,000). For the past 
year or so I have been having trouble with the ignition— 
intermittent at first, it has been steadily getting worse. 
When I turn the key the vehicle does nothing, it does not 
start the car, it makes no noise. Sometimes I have to do 
it 10 times or more to get it to start, always thinking this 
is the time it will not start, and I will be stranded. I am 
told it is not the transmission (and moving the gear shift 


into N and back into P does not make any difference). I. 


recently brought it to a local mechanic’s shop, and they 
looked at it and couldn’t fix it, so they called the Ford 
dealer and—bottom line—there seems to be no fix for 
this. My repair guy has told me to pick up the car and 
keep turning the key repeatedly and hope it starts and 
to bring it back to him some day when they have more 
time and they will try to figure out something to do. A 
quick online search shows me that our Escape is not the 
only one with this problem but apparently there is no 
recall addressing this issue. Have you seen or heard of 
this before? Any words of wisdom? 

Ford did issue a technical service bulletin that describes 
this condition which can affect 2010-2012 Ford Escape 
vehicles. The issue appears to have to do with the starter 
mounting. The repair involves removing the starter and re- 
threading the starter mounting holes. This condition will not 
set a trouble code ora code for the antitheft system. I have to 
admit it seemed a bit odd, but certainly worth a try. 

I am a happy new owner of a 2019 Toyota RAV4 Hy- 
brid. This is our first hybrid car. As “snowbirds,” my 
husband and I head to warmer weather over the win- 
ter for about four months. With our prior cars that 
remained in our garage here, we usually filled the gas

tanks and either removed the battery or used a trickle 
charger. We’re a bit stumped as to how best take care 
of a hybrid. Our servicing dealer said it would be fine 
and no extra care is needed for the battery. He said to 
simply park it in the garage and leave it. What do you 
think? 

In addition to your typical winter preparation, drive your 
Toyota in a way to try.to get the traction battery as fully 
charged as possible. There will be some normal parasitic 
drain on the hybrid battery, but having it fully charged be- 

“fore storage will help avert any problems. 1 would use a 
“float” style battery charger for the 12-volt battery to keep 
that battery fully charged. When you return after winter, the 
car should be fine. 

I have a 2018 Touring edition Honda CR-V. The vehi- 
cle has a battery issue. I have had to have my car jumped 
started numerous times since getting the car in Febru- 
ary of 2018. This includes even after the battery was re- 
placed by: Honda. I make sure that everything that can

park. We can’t wait to start 
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be turned off is when I turn off the car. It has been sug- 
gested by the dealer that I drive on the highway, at least 
once a week. I do that. It’s a dilemma because it recently 
sat for a week while I was on vacation and started right 
up upon my return. Now two plus weeks past that after 
driving it several times it once again would not start. The 
battery was again dead and required a jump start from 
AAA. The driver said the meter he put on the battery 
said the battery was no good. He suggested getting to 
the dealership for a new battery since it is still under 
warranty. He warned me the battery would probably be 
dead again by the next day. It has been a few days since 
the jump. I have not yet taken it to the dealership. Pri- 
marily because they always seem to give me a hard time 
over it and will not own up to the fact that there may be a 


problem with the car or batteries. They just sort of blow 


it off even though the car is still under warranty. I have 
made a point to drive it daily even if only for a short ride. 
Any ideas or suggestions? 

Two things: the dealer needs to do a parasitic-draw bat- 
tery test to see if there is some system staying on draining 
the battery. To some extent the dealer may be correct about 
driving the car. Years back we would always say it takes 
about seven miles of driving to recharge the battery each 
time you start the car. In my opinion I think that still holds 
true. Very short trips over time will lead to the battery dying. 
Also just jump starting the car doesn’t recharge the battery, 
it just gets the engine going. It is always best to charge a dis- 


charged battery with a battery charger. As good as batteries 
are today once they are completely discharged a few times 
they never recover fully. In 2017 Honda did issue a software 
update to correct a similar issue. On some vehicles the vehi- 
cle stability assist (VSA) module would not shut down and 
cause the battery to become discharged. One final thought 
if the dealer can’t come up with a good answer ask them to 
have a Honda field engineer come out and evaluate the car. 

I have been regularly taking my 2013 Toyota Tacoma 
since new back to the dealer for scheduled maintenance. 
In checking my owner’s manual Toyota recommends 
SW-30 oil for my vehicle’s V6 engine. After checking my 
service records, the dealer has been putting in 5W-20 oil 
from the beginning of service. I contacted “Ask Toyota” 
for the impact of the wrong oil may have but all I get is 
the run-around with non-committal e-mails. Still wait- 
ing for a call back from the dealer. I have a little over 
38,000 miles on the truck. Is this a problem? 

Both oils will work well in cold temperatures, but the 
5W/30 oil protects better in very hot temperatures. The 


_- thinner oil also could provide slightly better fuel economy. 
Interestingly in new Toyota V-6 engines the recommended 


oil is OW/20 or 5W/20 oil. If you lived in central Florida 
or Arizona where the températures are routinely above 90 
degrees, then I would have more of a concern. That being 
said the dealer used the wrong oil and I think a reasonable 
answer is that Toyota or the dealer adds an extended war- 
ranty to the engine to cover any possible issues.

Folding Fan --- A quick 
look online for a collectible 
old fan will show electric 
fans made since the late 
1800s. But some collec- 
tors want even older fans, 
the handheld folding fans 
that were being made by 
the 1700s. These fans were 
more than a fashion acces- 
sory -- they were important 
indicators of the user’s sta- 
tus and good taste. There 
was even a “language of 
love” using the fan that 
let a lady flirt, ask men to 
come by to chat, or even hit 
an irritating person. 
Folding fans were made 
with sticks of bone, ivory, 
bamboo, wood, tortoise- 
shell, mother-of-pearl, 
lacquer, metal or more re- 
cently, plastic. They held 
a decorated cover of silk, 
paper, leather or canvas. 
Some had added jewels 
and artist-drawn oil or wa- 
tercolor paintings. A tal- 
ented fan painter was as 
important as an artist who 
created portraits or land- 
SCapes. 

Collectors. in the 1950s 


searched for period fans 


and often mounted them 
in half-circle frames. Ex- 
pensive fans of the past are 
hard to find in good con- 
dition. This painted paper 
fan with carved gilt sticks 
decorated with mother-of- 
pearl was offered for sale 
at a Neal auction.
